Measure Held 
To Be Punitive 

Illustrating the injustice of the 
bill which, he said, proponents ad¬ 
mit Is a punitive rather than a 
revenue measure, he referred to 
“chain stores on wheels” and 
cited one well-known bakery com¬ 
pany which, he asserted, "would 
not pay a penny under the so- 
called chain store tax measures.’’ 

Charging that backers of the 
measure were attempting “to 
perpetuate obsolete methods of 
distribution, with their attendant 
high middle-man costs.” he ; 
warned that the bill "will un- ; 
doubt idly result in the proposed 
tax being passed on to the con¬ 
sumer together with an inevitable 
incre’se in living costs.” 

Referring to opposition to chain 
stores on the part of so-called 
"independent” merchants, he said 
few if any independent merchants 
in California are not members of 
"voluntary” chains. The "inde¬ 
pendent" druggist, lie said, is a 
"myth,” in view of his being "at 
the mercy” of the big wholesale 
companies. , 

Discussing the alleged practice , 
of chains of selling "loss lead- ! 
ers,” he said the courts recently 
enjoined no less than 300 inde¬ 
pendents from selling cigarettes 
as loss leaders. 

College Debater 
Fights Chains 

Pointing out that "the simplest 
way in the world to put the 
chains out of business is to stop 
buying from them,” he said he 
could see little evidence of people 
boycotting chains. If anythnig, lie 
said, they are patronizing chains 
more than ever. 

He concluded by objecting to 
being told by the government 
who to buy from and asked his 
listeners to “remember that any 
chain is simply the growth of 
one man who had enough busi¬ 
ness acumen to give the public 
what it wants.” 

Charging that producers and 
manufacturers grant rebates to 
chains and that "price or loss 
leaders” have ruined farmers. 
John Martin Dean, champion col¬ 
lege debater, admitted It "may be 
lust a coincidence" that the far¬ 
mer got only 33 cents out of 
everv consumer dollar In 1933, as 
compared to 47 cents in 1929. 

This measure will mean $4,000,- 
000 to California, the winsome, 
bovlsh speaker claimed. 

Describing the growth of chain 
stores, he said that 1922 saw 8 
per cent of the Nation’s retail 
business handled by chains. This

School And 
County Jump 
Taxes Here 


Total Levy For All Purposes 
Upped 14 Cents To $5.80 
In Sierra Madre 


Sierra Madre’a combined tax 
rate for 1936-37 is $5.80—14 cents 
more than last year’s rate. 

This was announced yesterday 
by City Clerk Waverly E. Pratt, 
following receipt of the local 
school district tax rate. 

Advances In the county, flood 
control and the school district 
rates account for the 14-cent In¬ 
crease. The municipal rate, as 
previously announced, is $2.40, 
the same as last year. 

The county rate this year Is 
$1.27, up eight cents; the flood 
control rate is twenty cents, up 
one cent, and the school district 
rate, just released, is $1.93, five 
cents higher than the 1935-36 fig¬ 
ure. 

Following Is a break-down of 
the new $1.93 school district rate: 

District elementary tax, 45 
cents: district high school tax, 
68 cents; Jaysee special tax,, 8 
cents; elementary bonds tax, 52 
cents ;high school bonds tax, 10 
cents, and building tax, 10 cents. 

The district high school tax is 
9 cents higher this year, the Jay¬ 
see special tax 5 cents higher, 
the elementary bonds tax 7 cents 
lower and the high school bonds 
tax 2 cents lower. 

The Jaysee building program, 
together with salary boosts in 
the Pasadena district, apparently 
account for the 5 cent increase 
over the 1935-36 figure, R. R. 
Hartman, president of the Sierra 
Madre School Board, said yester¬ 
day.

U.S. Chamber Rates 
L.A. County Tops 
In Public Health 


All high school and college stu¬ 
dents are invited by Rev. and 
Mrs. A. O. Pritchard to attend a 
party at their home, 139 West 
Orange Grove avenue, on Friday, 
October 2. 

The invitation was extended at 
Sunday night’s meeting of the 


Lathrop K. Leishman, for sev¬ 
eral years a member of the Tour¬ 
nament of Roses board of direc¬ 
tors, has been appointed to the 
important position of chairman of 
the parade committee of the 
Tournament Association. He suc¬ 
ceeds D. N. Booher, whose recent 
death in an auto accident va¬ 
cated what is considered one of 
the key positions in the New 
Year’s Day program. 

In announcing Leishman’s ap¬ 
pointment, Cyril Bennett, presi¬ 
dent of the association, stated 
that in view of the lateness of 
the year he had decided to recall 
an experienced man to the posi¬ 
tion rather than attempt to break 
in a new man. Mr. Leishman 
served in this capacity for the 
last memorable tournament. 

It is the duty of the parade 
committee to obtain tournament 
entries from the cities of Cali¬ 
fornia and have them ready New 
Year’s morning. 

Leishman was at one time 
president of the Pasadena Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and was 
the first winner of the Dis¬ 
tinguished Service Award given 
annually to the most useful young 
man of Pasadena. He appeared 
before Sierra Madre audiences 
twice last Fall and made a very 
favorable impression. 


One hundred per cent perfect 
in protection of babies’ lives, 
purity of water supply, low prev¬ 
alence of communicable diseases, 
and a dozen other phases of pub¬ 
lic health—that is the record of 
Los Angeles County. 

Final results of the Nation¬ 
wide interchamber health conser¬ 
vation contest of 1935, sponsored 
by the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, again brought Dr. J. 
L. Pomeroy, County Health Offi¬ 
cer, the certificate of honorable 
mention, ranking Los Angeles 
county among the three highest 
of the 90 counties participating. 
This is the second time the coun¬ 
ty has entered in the contest, 
both times winning the certifi¬ 
cate. 

Principal among the county’s 
losing points which might have 
meant capturing first place, taken 
by Santa Barbara county, was 
the high rate of auto accidents in 
this area, a newly added section 
to the contest. The county had a 
rate of 35.6 deaths per 100.000 
population as compared to the 
quota of 15 per 100,000, making 
a score of 42 per cent. Another 
item falling below standard was 
the per capita consumption of 
milk, the county rate being 0.7 
pint per person compared to the 
quota of one pint. 


Secession From Con 
Threatened When < 
Plan Is Turned Down 


Mayor Frank Shaw’s Los An¬ 
geles city committee on govern¬ 
mental simplification has adopted 
a resolution recommending that 
the mayor and city council take 
steps to have Los Angeles secede 
from the county. 

While stating that the changes 
recommended to the Supervisors 
and turned down would provide 
a better setup for the city and 
county, the committee decided 
that separation from the county 
and the formation of a new city 
and county of Los Angeles, to¬ 
gether with such other areas as 
may be Included, would be the 
next best action. 

The committee's resolution 
brought the prediction from the 
Board of Supervisors that county 
citizens never would subscribe to 
the move. Chairman H. C. Legg 
charged "selfish minorities” were 
sponsoring the attempted city- 
county divorce. The Supervisors 
held the change would tend to 
break down the economic and po¬ 
litical structure which has been 
Instrumental in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia's development. 

Mayor Shaw, on receiving the 
resolution, said that surveys by 
the city Bureau of Budget and 
Efficiency have shown that the 
taxpayers of Los Angeles could 
save $9,000,000 annually by hand¬ 
ling their own budget on various 
hospital and other services for 
which Los Angeles citizens now 
are taxed by the county. 

It Is understood the city at¬ 
torney’s office will be queried on 
the steps necessary to Initiate the 
action recommended.
